Reviving the River Traffic 


M 


ODERN industrial and business efficiency not only de- 


mands speed; it demands economy. Which, perhaps, is 


the chief reason why traffic on the nation's inland water- 
ways, after years of stagnation, is beginning to revive. 


The Mississippi barge and freight packet system has been 


picking up, year by year. In the near future service will bo 
extended up the Missouri. Government experts are now con-: 
sidering linking Chicago and St. Paul in the same manner. 
The Ohio, completely canalized, is carrying an increasing 
burden of freight. 


While this takes place in the mid-west, the east also is( 
bethinking itself of its rivers. 


Many years ago the Connecticut river was an important 


artery of commerce. Steamers and barges ascended it far 
into Massachusetts; indeed, for a time one line maintained! 
service even into Vermont, although its boats had to be 
especially squipped with a sort of stilt-like apparatus for 
getting them over unusually shallow spots. But the coming, 
0f the railroads cleared the Connecticut of its traffic, for: 
most of its course. 


Now, 
however, certain oil companies are planning to re- 


vive it. They are acquiring terminal sites in Hartford, and 
are contemplating moving their freight in by water as far 
as Springfield, Mass.; and cities along the river, as in the 
old days, are talking about docks and piers once more. 


All of this is interesting quite aside from the romantic 


interest that naturally attaches itself to a revival of these 
old-time waterways. 
It is interesting because it illustrates 


the tremendous expansion of our industry and commerce. 


The use of these streams is not going to hurt the rail- 


roads. Indeed, it will help them in the long run. The modern 
industrial machine is so huge it must use every available 
means of transport, especially the economical ones. The use
